Lineups at gates 

People can line up starting 

at 1:30 p.m. on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday, and at 7 
a.m. on Saturday and Sunday. 
No overnight queues, please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to reserve spaces 

for those who line up early. 
Saving space in line for others 
is not allowed. One tarp per 
person, please. 


Controlled entry 
To control the crowd at the 
gates, patrons will enter the 


site in groups of 25 at one- 


minute intervals and must 
walk rather than run. Gates 
open 90 minutes before the 
shows begin. 


Wristbands 

As you enter the gate, you 
will receive a wristband 

in exchange for your ticket — 
4-day wristband for a festival 
pass or daily wristband for 
individual tickets. 


¢ All festival patrons must 
wear a wristband, except for 
children 11 years and under. 


« If you want to leave the 
park and return later, the 
wristband will get you back 
into the site.

We take pride in the fact that 
festival fans are considerate 
of each other. Here are some 
neighbourly tips to help make 
the weekend a great one for 
everybody. 


Blankets, tarps & tents 

¢ Tarp sizes are limited to 8 by 
10 feet (2.5 by 3 metres.) Use 
only space you need. 


Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed, with legs no 
higher than 15 centimetres 
and seat backs only up to 
shoulder height. 


Tents and lean-tos can only 
be used at the top of the hill. 
No family-size tents — they 
must be 1.5 metres or less in 
height. Tents are limited to 
a designated area, which is a 
non-smoking zone. 


Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill during 
inclement weather. 


Take your belongings with 
you at the end of each day. 
Tarps left overnight can be 
claimed at the lost & found. 


Where are your kids? 


Do not leave children unattended.

Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They too 
would like to see the show. 


Shh... keep it down 

Be considerate. If you must talk 
during performances, please do 
so quietly. 


Talk it out 

Please use friendly discussion 
to sort out any boundary 
disputes or other problems 
with your neighbours. 


If all else fails... 

If a polite request doesn’t 
resolve your concern, feel free 
to contact a Liaison Security 
crew member (wearing a bright 
yellow vest). You can also seek 
assistance at the Security tent, 
east of Cloverdale Hall by the 
public plate return station or at 
the top of the hill. 


Get a cover for your 
candle 

Thousands of sparkling lights 
at night look spectacular, but 
be careful! 


e Candle covers are 
inexpensive and available 
from the Information Tent, 
or from the Forever Folk 
Fest volunteers in the crowd. 
Fire regulations make the 
use of covers for candles 
mandatory. 

e Exercise extreme caution 
with candles. Clothing, 
blankets and tarps are highly 
flammable. 

¢ Keep your candle in a cup; 


please don’t drip wax on the 
hill.

from the main gate, the centre is 
supervised from 1 hour before 
the gate opens on weekdays 
and a half hour before on the 
weekend until a half hour after 
concert close. Absolutely no 
unsupervised overnight bike 
parking. 


Accommodating 
Special Needs 


At the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival, we are committed to 
accommodating people with 
specific needs, so they too can 
enjoy the festival with the least 
amount of hassle.

Wheelchair access 

Limited Parking is available 
near the main gate (94

vehicles marked with official 
handicapped parking signs. 


Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate 
and access sites. 


People who use wheelchairs 
may listen to the main 

stage artists in a designated 
listening area just west of the 
main stage. 


e Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted to reduce 
or eliminate obstacles and 
allow the free movement of 
wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers will 
assist people with disabilities 
off the site or to sheltered 
areas as quickly and safely as 
possible. 





Visually impaired 

If you have a 
visual disability, 
ask for the 
workshop 
schedule in Braille 
or large print. 


Hearing 
For festival folkies who are 
hard of hearing, there are: 


magnetic induction loops at 
all performance areas 


loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing aid or 
no T-switch. Receivers can 
be picked up and returned at 
the Information Tent. 


The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. 


¢ If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch your 
aid to the “T” position. 

¢ Then sit within 12 feet of the 
blue hearing-access signs 
located in the centre of each 
looped area. 


¢ Your hearing aid will act as a 
receiver; no other equipment 
is required. 

If you have any questions about 

hearing access, contact an 

Access crew volunteer through 

the Information Tent. 


FM receivers and accessories 
will be available at the 
Information Tent. A credit card 
or driver's licence is required as 
a deposit.

The youth of Latin America 
(and their Latino cousins up 
North) have been swept up in 
the Latin alternative scene. 
They like their hip-hop and 
alternative rock, but they 
don’t want to give up their 
soulful, folkloric roots. At the 
forefront of this new wave is 
Aterciopelados (the Velvets), 
led by Andrea Echeverry and 
Hector Buitrago, who can 
rock like Radiohead, but have 
the same dedication to Latin 
music’s traditions as the Buena 
Vista Social Club. 


Armed with a strong social 
conscience, they speak out 
about many issues, including 
political injustice, women’s 
rights, and environmental 
destruction. They were 
honoured by the United 
Nations for their work 
denouncing violence in 
Colombia. The group has also 
received numerous music 
awards, among them, Latin

Grammy awards in 2001 for 
Best Rock Group and in 2007 
for Best Alternative Album. 


In 2001 Time Magazine 
named them one of the top 10 
contemporary global bands. 
The New York Times calls them 
one of the most important and 
most likable bands in current 
Latin rock. “They annex and 
combine styles with a merry 
disregard for boundaries: 

new wave, lounge music, 
reggae, bossa nova, electro, 
hard rock, bolero, Mexican 
banda, house, rumba-rock and 
straightforward pop anthems, 
not to mention surf-rock lead 
guitar lines.” 


With their latest album, Rio, 
Aterciopelados took an 
increasingly forceful stand on 
the environment. “While on 
previous albums, we may have 
simply declared many of the 
world’s problems, we now strive 
to work in a more active way. In 
this case, it is with the recovery 
of Bogota’s river, as it is one of 
the most polluted rivers in the 


world.” Aterciopelados is also 
involved with the Destierro 

y Reparacion (Displacement 
and Reparations) project, 
which addresses the issue of 
displacement of indigenous 
peoples. ER

Natacha Atlas 
United Kingdom 


In this uncertain post-911 era, 
Natacha Atlas’ spectacular 
fusion of Arabic and western 
music may be just what the 
world needs now. 


Natacha has a biography as 
geographically diverse as 

her music. Fluent in French, 
Spanish, Arabic, and English, 
Natacha was born and spent 
her early years in the Moroccan 
suburb of Brussels, Belgium. 
When her parents separated, 
she moved to Northampton, 
Britain. After travelling 
through Turkey, Greece, and 
the Middle East as a teenager, 
she found herself in Brussels 
again, where she discovered 
her passion for performance, 
as a guest singer for a salsa 
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band and as a belly dancer in 
Turkish and Arabic nightclubs. 
When she returned to Britain, 
she immediately fell into the 
Arabic-Spanish music scene. 


Although she released an 
album in 1991, only when 

her record label introduced 
Natacha to Transglobal 
Underground did things get 
crazy. In 1993, Dream of 100 
Nations, Natacha and TGU 
introduced a wild fusion of 
North African and Arabic 
music with western pop, 
dance, and rock influences. In 
Global Noise, Ted Swedenburg 
declared that this music 
included a “sly insertion of 
subtle attacks on Islamophobia 
into a complex, multi-targeted, 
club-friendly, upbeat, and 
danceable mix that blends 
hip-hop, techno, Indian film 
soundtracks, African chants, 
and dub reggae with Middle 
Eastern stylings.” 


The group toured constantly 
and, by 1998, they took 

a much-needed breather. 
Meanwhile, Natacha started 
releasing solo records. Slowly, 
she began to explore traditional 
Arabic music while continuing 
her commitment to integrate 


these forms with contemporary 
Western music. 


This year, Natacha releases her 
eighth solo album, Moungaliba, 
where the Arabic-Western 
fusion continues, seeking 

out more musical resonances 
between the cultures. These are 
the songs Natacha will perform 
at this year’s FolkFest. JS

Debashish Bhattacharya 
India 


The jaws of guitar freaks 

will drop when they see the 
instruments and hear the slide 
guitar playing of Debashish 
Bhattacharya. 


Debashish has taken the 
western hollow body guitar 
and added many strings to 
resonate with and support 
the melodies of his Indian 
homeland. The result is an 
innovative, unique sound of 
ragas — normally played with 
a sitar —- being performed 
with a slide guitar. His work 
has resulted in a Grammy 
nomination and praise from, 
and collaboration with, not 
only Indian musicians, but also 
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western musicians such as Bob 
Brozman, Martin Simpson and 
John Fahey. 


Born into a musical family, 
Debashish performed his 

first guitar recital on national 
radio at the age of four. For 
his unique instrumental style, 
he went on to receive the 
prestigious President of India 
Award at the age of 21, and was 
made a Pandit (master) by the 
age of 40, after studying for 
two decades under the father 
of Indian classical guitar, Briji 
Bhushan Kabra. 


Celebrated for his distinctive 
three-fingered style, the 
gifted musician combines 
the techniques used on 
Indian sitar, Western guitar

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and Hawaiian lap steel with 
traditional Indian ragas and 
classical Hindustani music. 


In the process of this 
pioneering stylistic 
development, he created a 
“Trinity of Guitars,” of varying 
sizes that fulfill his method 
of playing: the 24-string 
Chaturangui (also known 

as Hindustani slide guitar) 
with tones reminiscent of the 
violin and sitar, the 14-string 
Ghandarvi which sounds like 
a combination of a bowed 
sarangi and the flamenco 
guitar, and the four-string 
Anandi that resembles a 
ukulele and is played with 

a slide technique. 


His prolific career has 
spawned a dozen albums, and 
has gained him worldwide | 
prominence through touring 
and international projects.

Bobby “Blue” Bland 


United States 


Today’s sound of soul and blues 
would not be the same without 
Bobby “Blue” Bland. Born and 
raised in Tennessee, he was a 
contemporary — and friend — 
of legends such as B.B. King, 
Sam Cooke and Junior Parker. 
Many of his tunes, including “I 
Pity the Fool,” “Farther Up the 
Road” and “Turn on Your love 
Light” have became standards 
in the repertoires of blues 
musicians around the world. 


In his youth he was influenced 
by gospel music and Delta 
Blues, but his rising career 
was interrupted by the United 
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Bobby “Blue” Bland 


States draft board. Bobby 
started developing his sound 
in the mid-1950’s shortly after 
being discharged from the 
armed services. He played 

the “chitlin circuit” of R& B 
clubs for five years with Junior 
Parker's band, but went out 
on his own in 1961 and had 
an incredible string of hits. 
With elements of gospel and 
jazz, his presentation includes 
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big horn bands, punctuated 
with searing guitar, and that 
inimitable raspy blues voice. 


He has always had a knack 
for finding great songs. “Ain’t 
No Love in the Heart of the 
City,” the leadoff song from 
his 1974 album, Dreamer, has 
been covered by everyone 
from Whitesnake to Jay-Z. 
Bobby was inducted into the 
Blues Hall of Fame in 1981, the 
Rock & Roll Hall of Fame in 
1992 and received a Grammy 
lifetime achievement award 
in 1997, 


It’s so fitting that Bobby shares 
the Wednesday night stage 
with Van Morrison. Van has 
been a fan of Bobby for his 
entire career, and has covered 
his songs for decades. The two 
men are hardly strangers. In 
March 2000 Van and Bobby 
performed a duet of “Tupelo 
Honey,” which is on the 
compilation album The Best of 
Van Morrison Volume 3. MS

Ray Bonneville 

Québec 

Born in Montreal, raised in 
Boston and with a sound 
honed in the sweaty clubs he 
frequented while living in New 
Orleans, it’s fitting that Ray 
Bonneville describes himself 
simply as a North American. 


The quintessential travelling 
bluesman, he has also called 
Colorado, Arkansas, Alaska, 
Seattle, Austin and Paris 
home, and has crisscrossed 
the continent innumerable 
times over his 30-year career, 
delivering what FRoots 
magazine calls a “potent 
blues cocktail.” It’s a gritty, 
sparse blues, infused with 
tinges of country, roots and 
Cajun influences. Ray himself 
describes it as “a gumbo of 
American roots stylings” that 
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leaves plenty of room for the 
characters created by this 
consummate storyteller. 


Ray backs up his laid back, 
weathered vocals with a 
percussive guitar style, soulful 
rack harmonica and pounding, 
steady footboard percussion 
that’s perfectly suited to the 
tales he weaves. 


A Juno Award winner who 

has shared the stage with the 
likes of B.B. King and Muddy 
Waters, Ray has never lost his 
wanderlust as a performer, 
saying: “I’m deeply in love with 
playing live music. It’s the time 
and place where I really live, 
where I feel the most centered 
and alive. When a show is over, 
I just want to get on down the 
road to the next one, always 
looking to get back onto 
another stage and do it again.”

John Boutté 
United States 


People Magazine describes him 
as “Sam Cooke himself gone 
gumbo.” The Washington Post 
music critic ranks his set at the 
New Orleans Jazz and Heritage 
Festival as the best concert of 
2008 — and No. 2 was Bruce 
Springsteen. 


It’s no accident that critics rave 
about John Boutté when they 


see how he can move people 

to tears or inspire them to leap 
to their feet. But then again, 
John’s hometown of New 
Orleans has never been middle 
of the road. After Hurricane 
Katrina literally washed away 
much of the city, it sank to 

the depths of despair, but 

that could not extinguish the 
electric current of joy that runs 
through this city, especially in 
its music. 


John’s musical road is a 
logical extension of the 
great soundtrack of his city, 
including Louis Armstrong, 
Allen Toussaint and Doctor 
John. He has absorbed that 
bayou roux of African- 
American gospel, jazz, rhythm 
‘n’ blues and the music from 
the marching bands on the 
streets to become one of the 
greatest singers in a city that 
spawns many. 


John’s musical career was kick- 
started when he was in the U.S. 
Army, where he directed and 
sang in gospel choirs in the 
U.S. and, eventually, Korea. 
Not long after his return to the 
States, John was invited to tour 
Europe with his sister Lillian, 
and soon he was opening 
shows for the likes of Herbie 
Hancock and Lou Rawls. He 
has recorded nine albums 
under his own name, as well 

as being a guest vocalist with

Colleen Brown might have 
grown up listening to such 
artists as Gordon Lightfoot and 
Anne Murray, but at least one 
critic who reviewed her latest 
release Foot in Heart, confessed 
failure at trying to compare her 
to other artists. 


Colleen “mines the vein that is 
70s female pop vocalism, (but) 
comparing her to Carole 
King, or Joni Mitchell or 
Carly Simon would be a 
mischaracterization,” writes 

a reviewer for CHARTattack. 
Her “rich, melodious voice 
floats around you ina... 
unique way.” 


Her career is definitely on an 
upward path. She has won the 
Alberta Emerging Artist Award 
and was a finalist in CBC Song 
Quest this year. Colleen, who 
plays keyboards and guitar in 
her five-piece band, recently re- 
released Foot in Heart on Emm 
Gryner’s Dead Daisy Records 
& Outside Music. 


The album, her second since 
her self-produced 2004 debut 
A Peculiar Thing, won a lot of 
airplay on college radio and 
CBC Radio 2 program Drive. 
Host Rich Terfry compared 
her music to “some of the best 
music you heard on pop radio 
back in the 70s.” 


Colleen studied classical piano,

Basia Bulat 
Ontario 


“A gentle charmer of back- 
porch rusticism,” Basia Bulat 
is a one of the most intriguing 
musicians coming to FolkFest 
stages this year. An intoxicating 
fusion of strings, guitars, 
ukuleles, and hand clapping 
backing Basia’s soaring sweet 
voice, this music has had both 
critics and audiences around 
the world entranced. 


Based in London, Ontario, 
Basia’s “chamber pop” style 
originated in her childhood 
soundtrack of all-oldies, all 

the time. The radio dial was 

so firmly fixed on the oldies 
station that she didn’t even 
know other frequencies existed. 
Her mother, a piano teacher, 
had her plunking on the ivories 
at age three. Later, Basia picked 


up guitar, autoharp, banjo, 
ukulele, sax and flute. In high 
school, she played upright bass 
along with the “eight-foot- 
tall-guys, goofing off with the 
tubas.” 


Around this time, Basia started 
playing in bands because of 
her brother, who played drums 
in various punk bands. When 
she started university, her 
downtown apartment became 
a hangout for other musicians. 
Together, they spent many 
nights jamming. 


When she went to Montreal 

in the summer of 2006, 

Basia happened to meet 
Howard Bilerman, one of the 
founders of Hotel 2 Tango 
studio. Quickly, she cobbled 
together the cash to make a 
recording. Initially hoping 

to record nothing more than 
an “audible memory” of her 
musical friendships in London 
and Montréal, Basia ended up 
recording her first commercial 
album, Oh My Darling. 


The disc secured European 
and Japanese distribution 

in 2007 and it was released 

in North America in 2008. 
Everywhere, critics raved about 
the “marvellously bittersweet 
little gems” of the album. 
Music OHM magazine went 
on to praise how the structure 
of Basia’s songs were “so 
unusual... that they become 
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almost addictive” and declared 
the album “one of the debuts of 
the year.” 


After touring her first album 
worldwide, Basia returned to 
Montreal to record her second 
album, Heart of My Own. The 
title track is a catchy melody 
with fascinatingly off-kilter 
lyrics. In Basia’s soaring, silky 
voice, these are songs that 
mesmerize.

Brandi Carlile 


United States 


The generalizations you can 
make about former back-up 
singers for Elvis impersonators 
are few, but Brandi Carlile is 
undoubtably an outlier amidst 
that band of outliers. Sure, 
you d be right to figure she has 
a flare for performance and 
strong connection to American 
traditional musical styles 

like country and bluegrass. 
(Sometimes, she even comes on 
stage in rodeo clown costume!) 
And she’s got a wicked voice to 
boot. 


But this rising star is not so 
easily pigeonholed. Her first 
engagement with rock music 
was thanks to Elton John. The 
themes she taps into are clearly 
universal. And while she’s 
signed to a major label, she’s 
determined not to submit to 
mainstream aesthetics, musical 
or otherwise. 


Originally from Ravensdale, 
Washington, Brandi grew up 
as the quintessential tomboy 
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in her musical family. When 
not climbing trees with her 
brother, Brandi’s family time 
revolved around jam sessions 
involving all members of the 
musical clan. 


When she was eight or nine, 
she met a girl who loved to 
sing as much as she did — and 
had a dad who impersonated 
Elvis. Once discovering his 
secret identity, Brandi and her 
pal joined the band as back-up 
singers. The spotlight was too 
appealing, though, for her to 
remain in the shadows. 


In her teens, Brandi taught 
herself guitar and started 
playing her own shows in 
Seattle. She enlisted the 
twin brothers Tim and Phil 
Hanseroth as backup. The 
trio’s indie days didn’t last 
long, though. Performing 
at Sasquatch in 2003, Dave 
Matthews was in the audience 
and was blown away. 


By 2004, Brandi, Tim and 

Phil had a deal with Columbia 
records. They released their 
second album in 2007, The 
Story. Giving up the Ghost was 
released this year after almost 
constant touring. It features 
contributions by Amy Ray of 
the Indigo Girls and, yes, Elton 
John himself.

Best known to Canadian 
audiences as the brilliantly 
eccentric frontman of 
Canadian alt-rock stalwarts the 
Tragically Hip, Gord Downie 
has built a reputation as one 
of Canada’s most unique live 
performers. His shows with 
the Hip were made famous 

by his meandering stream-of- 
consciousness rants between 
song verses and his exuberant, 
jerking moves on stage. 


He is also known as one of 
Canada’s most enigmatic 
songwriters. The lyrics of his 
songs blend deep introspection 
and personal reflection with 
unique Canadian imagery and 
history, weaving beguiling and 
poetic tales that could only 
come from someone with a 
deep connection to Canada 
and its culture.

to California, surf rock. He 
was a founding member of 
the vanguard San Francisco 
punk band The Nuns, which 
famously opened for the Sex 
Pistols at their final show. In 
the 1980s, he began to forge 
new musical ground by being 
one of the first artists to blend 
punk and country with his 
band Rank & File, before 
moving on to the garage rock 
collaboration with his brother 
Javier in the True Believers. 


In 1992, Alejandro began 

his storied solo career with 

the release of Gravity, and 

has since released eight solo 
efforts, including 2008’s Real 
Animal, a compelling musical 
rumination of the numerous 
bands he has played in over the 
years, and this summer’s Street 
Songs of Love. 


He was named Musician of 
the Decade by No Depression 
magazine in 1998 and received 
a lifetime achievement award 
from the Americana Music 
Association in 2006. Says 
Alejandro of his below-the- 
radar influence: “You just do 
your good work, and people 
care. A working musician is 
all I ever wanted to be. Hard 
work, to stay true to what you 
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want to do, and then eventually 
someone would notice for that 
very reason.” SH

Four Men and a Dog 
Ireland 

Four Men and a Dog, as their 
website proclaims, are not 

just a band but “a rare event.” 
Individually, the members of 
Four Men and a Dog pursue 
their solo careers until “the call 
of the wild” strikes them and 
they come together to produce 
another album. Then it’s a wild 
musical mélange of boogie, 
rock, rap, blues, and, of course, 
traditional Irish tunes. 


The members of Four Men 

and a Dog are each acclaimed 
musicians in their own right. 
Gino Lupari is known as 

“the god of the bodhran” 

and is considered a top studio 
musician in Ireland. Gerry 
O’Connor, meanwhile, has 
been called “the greatest banjo 
player in the history of Irish 
music” by the Wall Street 
Journal. His solo album of 2005 
won the Irish Times folk album 
of the year award. Cathal 
Hayden, fiddler extraordinaire, 
has accompanied the Irish 
president to South America as 
part of the official delegation. 


Kevin Doherty (guitar and 
vocals) is the songwriter of 
the group; his work has been 
covered by The Band, Mary 
Black, and the Cromatix. He’s 
also written music for film. 


Donal Murphy has been an 
all-Ireland winner in accordion 
competitions. 


Four Men and Dog emerged 
on the scene at the 1990 Belfast 
music festival, demonstrating 
exactly what happens when 
unrehearsed folk virtuosos 
crank the energy up to jam 

in public. Their blistering 


performances inevitably send 
the audience to rip up the 
dance floor.

Amos Garrett and the 
Festival House Band 
Alberta, Ontario 


One of the world’s great guitar 
players, Amos Garrett has led 
the Edmonton Folk Festival’s 
House Band for 25 years, half 
the 40 years or so that he’s 
been treating listeners to his 
virtuoso playing. 


Amos, who was born in 
Detroit, Michigan but raised 
in Toronto and Montreal, is 
probably best known for his 
guitar solo on Maria Muldaur’s 
recording of her 1970s mega- 
hit “Midnight at the Oasis.” 
He played at Woodstock with 
her band, played with Ian 

and Sylvia’s groundbreaking 
country rock group The Great 
Speckled Bird and joined Paul 
Butterfield’s legendary blues 
band Better Days. 


Amos can also be heard on 
Anne Murray’s hit recording 
of “Snow Bird.” He has been 

a studio musician for more 
than 200 recording artists, 
including Stevie Wonder, 
Emmylou Harris, Bonnie Raitt, 
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Four Men and a Dog 


Jesse Winchester and Todd 
Rundgren. 


Amos recently released his 
first acoustic studio album in 
25 years, appropriately named 
Acoustic Album, including old 
pop songs and blues classics. 


As leader of the Festival House 
Band he has accompanied 
renowned guitarist Richard 
Thompson along with 
hundreds of other artists. 


Guitar Player magazine has 
called him “one of the most 
lyrical and original guitarists 
playing today .. . his single note 
solos and melodic figures are 

so distinctive that it is virtually 
impossible to mistake them for 
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anyone else’s.

For more than 20 years Dave 
has been Edmonton’s No. 1 
go-to sax player, performing 
with everyone from The 
Temptations to Flaco Jiminez. 
He is also a bandleader of note, 
fronting the Jump Orchestra, 
which released its second CD 
this spring, Jump to It.

A distinguished singer and 
composer in his homeland, 
Nicaragua’s Luis E. Mejia 
Godoy has been celebrated

In a prolific career that spans 
almost 40 years, he got his 
start in the late 1960s when he 
joined the Rufos, a group of 
young musicians with whom 
he recorded seven jingles.

he founded. 


He also frequently worked

“Relincho en la Sangre”. With 
over 22 recordings under his 
belt, Luis has shared the stage 
with many internationally 
renowned artists and his songs 
have been translated into many 
languages, including English, 
French, Italian, Portuguese, 
German, and Japanese. His 
latest offerings include My 
Boleros and I Have America 

in my Voice - a compilation 

of songs he has written over 
the past decade. In addition 

to his musical pursuits, Luis’ 
talents extend to the literary 
arts. He has published a book 
of memories, which he wrote as 
a tribute to his musical family. 
He also writes poems and 
stories that have been published

John Hammond 
United States 


John Hammond is living proof 
that playing the blues never 
gets old. 


Since the folk revival of the 
early 1960s, John, a native 

of New York City, has been 
digging into the legacies of 
classic blues players such 

as Mississippi John Hurt, 
Reverend Gary Davis and Skip 
James, bringing new life to that 
music with just a national steel 
guitar and a harmonica on a 
rack. 


He has also found a place as a 
respected electric blues player, 
fronting bands including the 
likes of Robbie Robertson, 
Mike Bloomfield and Charlie 
Musselwhite. A young guitarist 
named Jimi Hendrix joined 
his band, but a week after 
they started playing together, 
Hendrix was whisked off to 
England and became a star 
the next year. 


With about 30 albums under 
his belt, John’s work has 
encompassed the entire range 
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of acoustic and electric blues. 
He has received eight Grammy 
nominations, including his 
2009 solo album Rough and 
Tough this year, as well as 
numerous blues awards. 


And if that isn’t enough, in 
2001, he even recorded an 
entire album of Tom Waits 
songs. The album, Wicked 
Grin, was produced by Waits, 
and turned out to be his top- 
selling disc. Waits has been a 
friend and admirer of John’s for 
decades, and calls him “a great 
force of nature. John sounds 
like a big train coming. He 
chops them all down.” 


The magazine, Blues Review, 
named Wicked Grin one of the 
top blues albums of the first 
decade of the millennium. 

Hal Horowitz, a critic for the 
magazine, writes: “Hammond’s 
talk/sung drawl perfectly 
captured the musky Delta 
swamp lurking beneath [the 
songs].” 


With a touring schedule that 
would intimidate a man half 
his age, John continues to inject 
his vitality into this essential 
form of American music. MS

Music and activism have gone 
hand-in-hand in Sarah’s life. 
Mountain’s theme centres 
around the efforts by Sarah 
and other activists to protect 
the Niagara Escarpment from 
gravel-pit companies. In 2005 
Sarah and her acoustic band 
hiked the Bruce Trail and 
played concerts in small towns 
along the way to publicize the 
issue. A DVD of the pilgrimage 
entitled Escarpment Blues, the 
title of one of the songs, was 
released later that year. 


Raised on a farm near 
Burlington, Ontario, Sarah 
was asked to join The Saddle 
Tramps, a Toronto band, when 
she was 17. 


At 22, she formed her 

own band called Weeping 
Tile, while she attended 
Queen’s University studying 
philosophy. 





After Weeping Tile broke-up 

in the late 90s, Sarah took 

a solo acoustic tour across 
Canada, and her career took an 
unexpected turn. She told the 
Los Angeles Times she never 
really wanted to go solo.

The Levon Helm Band

Arkansas’ favourite son, Levon 
Helm, saw the birth of rock 
and roll and although he’s too 
much of a gentleman to say it, 
his role in helping to keep that 
rebellious child healthy is more 
than just incidental. 


Now just turned 70-years-old, 
Levon was a high school junior 
when he formed his first rock 
band, The Jungle Bush Beaters. 
He was just 17 when Ronnie 
Hawkins came into his life. 
Under Ronnie’s tutelage in 

the early ’60s, four extremely 
talented Canadian musicians 
joined Levon: Richard Manuel, 
Rick Danko, Robbie Robertson, 
and Garth Hudson. Eventually, 
the students became Levon and 
the Hawks. 


By 1965 they were Bob Dylan’s 
back-up group, called simply 
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The Band. Touted as changing 
the sound of music from 
psychedelic-coloured to sepia- 
toned, The Band went on to put 
out some of the most important 
albums of this generation, with 
Levon at the helm. 


Subsequently The Last Waltz 
rockumentary, the book This 
Wheels On Fire, his appearance 
in Coal Miner’s Daughter, the 
“Midnight Ramble Sessions” 

(a series of live performances 
from his Barn Studio in 
Woodstock) have all been vital 
chapters in Levon’s storied 
career. 


His first album in 25 years, 
Dirt Farmer was awarded a 
Grammy for best traditional 
folk album for 2008. Electric 
Dirt, released in 2009, just won 
the Grammy for best album in 
the new Americana category — 
fitting for the man who all but 
invented the genre. 


Whether is was the last version 
of The Band at the Convention 
Centre or years earlier with The 
Cate Brothers at the Riviera 
Rock Room, anyone fortunate 
enough to have previously seen 
Levon perform in Edmonton, 
behind the kit with an ear-to- 
ear grin on his face, knows that 
the man loves to make music. 
And we are the fortunate 
recipients of that jubilation.

Jill Hennessy’s fame comes 
from her very successful acting 
career, which includes starring 
roles in the series Law and 
Order and Crossing Jordan. But 
music was her first chosen path, 
while acting was a road she sort 
of stumbled upon. 


Born right here in Edmonton, 
Jill was walking down 
Toronto’s Yonge Street where 
some buskers were singing 
Eagles songs. She joined in, 
and was asked to join the 
group. Before long she was 
playing guitar and performing 
at coffee houses and subway 
stops, as well as doing a little 
improv comedy. Her life — 
and country of residence — 
changed in 1989 when she went 
to the Toronto auditions of the 
musical, Buddy — the Buddy 
Holly Story, mainly to get 

her guitar back from a friend 
who had borrowed it. She was 
cajoled to go on stage, and 
was given the role of Buddy 
Holly’s wife, Mary Elena, 

and she joined the Broadway 
production. After the run of 
Buddy ended, she returned to 
music with the New Originals, 
but reluctantly left the band in 
1993 after scoring a role in Law 
and Order. 


The Buddy connection 
continues to this day. She 

lives in the same New York 
apartment building that Holly 
lived in near the end of his 
brief life. And she recorded her 
first full original disc, Ghost in 
My Head, in the heart of Holly 
country at the Bismeaux studio 


in Texas. “My life is six degrees 
of Buddy Holly,” she says. 


According to the Toronto 
Star, “the songs on Ghost 

in My Head are the work of 
an exceptionally strong and 
musically mature composer 
and singer. Vivid narratives 
... are enhanced by aching 
melodies and superb 
arrangements. Hennessy’s 
voice is powerful, distinctive 
and assured.

Diana Jones was adopted and 
raised on the U.S. Eastern 
Seaboard, but has been 
inspired by Appalachian folk 
music since discovering her 
biological family in Tennessee. 


Diana also found her musical 
family — her grandfather was 
a singer and musician who 
performed as a teenager with 
Chet Atkins and sang 

to Diana a veritable catalogue 
of old mountain songs, 
according to a story in the 
Boston Globe. She had been

The ngoni is a three-stringed 
African lute, which he began

to play as a child and had 
mastered by the time he was 
12. He was the first ngoni 
player to play his instrument 
standing up, which was at the 
time a big break with tradition, 
and an indicator where his 
ngoni music was heading. The 
Independent has called Ngoni 
Ba “the best rock and roll band 
in the world.” 


Bassekou has connected the 
traditional music of the ngoni 
with the modern world. With 
his band Ngoni Ba he has 
created a new lineup as 

a quartet with a band’s style 
of playing. The ngoni they play 
are still acoustic as in the old 
days, but Bassekou invented 

a bass ngoni even lower in 
pitch than the ngoni ba (low 
ngoni), and added extra strings 
to make their instruments 
harmonically more flexible.

Aurelio Martinez 
Honduras 


Aurelio Martinez is about to 
give Edmonton a glimpse into 
the rich but threatened heritage 
of the Garifuna people. 


The Garifuna are a minority 
African-Amerindian ethnic 
group on Central America’s 
Caribbean coast, living 
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Aurelio Martinez 





in Nicaragua, Honduras, 
Guatemala and Belize. In 2001, 
UNESCO proclaimed the 
Garifuna language, music, and 
dance to be Masterpieces of the 
Oral & Intangible Heritage of 
Humanity. With a tradition of 
spirit possession, the Garifuna 
have a culture and beliefs that 
are markedly different from 
much of Central America. 


Aurelio is one of the major 
stars of Garifuna music. Born 
in a fishing village on the 
Honduras coast, he started 
playing guitar from the time 
he could hold the instrument. 
He learned a vast repertoire 
from the Garifuna tradition 
from his grandmother 

and father, and eventually 
developed his own style of 
delivering the paranda songs, 
which are bittersweet ballads 
from the slaves and indigenous 
people of Central America. 


Backed by Garifuna percussion, 
as well as guitars and 
saxophone, Aurelio has created 
a modern sound that is still 
true to the roots of the music. 
He has recorded several albums 
and toured much of the world. 


Music is only one way that 
Aurelio uses to preserve his 
culture. He is also an elected 
deputy in the National 
Congress of Honduras, where 
he holds the posts of president 
of the commission of ethnic 


peoples and secretary of the 
cultural commission. Martinez 
has been featured by the PBS’s 
Frontline-The World as the 
subject of a film documentary 
on Garifuna culture. MS

Dave McCann is moving up 
the evolutionary chain. First, 
he changed the named of his 
band, the Ten-Toed Frogs, 
which drunk people in clubs 
had trouble pronouncing, 

to the more authoritative, 

the Firehearts. He moved from 
Calgary to Lethbridge to start 
a family. And when he wanted 
to record Dixiebluebird, his 
first album in five years, he 
headed south to Nashville, — 
east Nashville, to be specific 

— to record with Nashville 
alt-icon Will Kimbrough 
(Rodney Crowell, Steve Earle 
and Emmylou Harris). 


But while Dave was making 
small but very important 
changes, many things 
remained the same. Although 
they are now the Firehearts, 
the band backing McCann 
are the same guys from the 
ten-toed amphibian phase: 
guitarist Dave Bauer, bassist 
Pete Loughlin, drummer Tim 
Williams and steel player 
Charlie Hase. He stuck with

his boys after being offered the 

creme de la creme of Nashville 

session players. “We have never 
had a rehearsal,” McCann said. 
“We have just so many years of 
playing together and just doing 
shows.” 


And despite the slicker 
Nashville production, 
Dixiebluebird is undoubtedly a 
Dave McCann album, featuring 
sensitive melodies, fearless 
guitar and songs that make you 
wanna go out and buy yourself 
a pickup truck so you can drive 
down Main Street with and 
your farmer-tanned left arm 
resting on the open window.

Tony McManus 
Ontario/Scotland 


Considered one the world’s best 
Celtic guitarists, self taught 
musician Tony McManus is 
lauded for his uncanny ability 
to translate, with awe-inspiring 
results, the traditional fiddle 
and bagpipe tunes of his 
homeland to his own six-string 
instrument. 


Initially drawing inspiration 
listening to his family’s record 
collection, Tony first tried his 
hand at the fiddle, whistle and 
mandolin before taking up the 
guitar. Still, it wasn’t until his 
early twenties, while pursuing 
a PhD in mathematics, that 
he decided his true calling 
was music. 


Starting out as a session 
musician in Glasgow and 
Edinburgh, it wasn’t long 
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before he started doing solo 
gigs and releasing his self-titled 
debut album in 1996 on the 
Greentrax Recordings label. 
Two years later his sophomore 
effort, Pourquoi Québec, drew 
international attention, and 

his reputation began to soar 
further when Nashville’s 
Compass Records issued Ceol 
More in 2002. The celebrated 
CD featured arrangements of 
Charles Mingus’ jazz classic 
“Goodbye Pork Pie Hat” and 
others including a revision 

of a 17th century Jewish hymn, 
“Shalom Aleichem.” The album 
Singing Sands with bassist 
Alain Gentry followed on the 
same label. 


Now based in Canada, Tony’s 
latest offering, The Maker's 
Mark: The Dream Guitar 
Sessions, was named Best 
Instrumental Album at last 
year’s Canadian Folk Music 
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Awards, garnering the talented 
artist both critical and industry 
acclaim. A mix of Celtic 
traditional music, Americana 
and Jazz, the album features 

a different “Dream Guitar” 
instrument on each track. To 
be left in a room with $175,000

United States 

Forty-one years ago Melanie 
Safka was that unknown 
woman with the dark bangs 
who wowed the multitudes 

at Woodstock just as the 

rain began. A sea of candles 
appeared before her, inspiring 
her signature song, “Lay Down 
“(Candles in the Rain)” and

launched the long career of the 
performer known simply as 
Melanie. 


She had been performing since 
the age of 4, but when fame 
struck, it struck hard. She was 
the first solo pop/rock artist 

to appear at Carnegie Hall, 

the Metropolitan Opera House, 
the Sydney Opera House and 
the General Assembly of the 
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Melanie 


United Nations, where she 
received standing ovations. 

All the big TV variety shows 
vied to have her appear, and the 
usually stone-faced Ed Sullivan 
said that he had not seen such 

a “dedicated and responsive 
audience since Elvis Presley.” 


With her uniquely raspy 
tremelo and hits such as “Look 
What They've Done With 

My Song, Ma” and “Beautiful 
People,” she has sold over 25 
million records. In 1970 she 
appeared at the Powder Ridge 
Rock Festival, the Strawberry 
Fields Festival and the Isle of 
Wight Festival. In 1972 “Brand 
New Key” became her biggest 
North American hit. That 
same year she was awarded 
Billboard’s No. 1 Top Female 
Vocalist. 


In 1973 she and husband 
Peter Schekeryk, producer 

of all but one of her albums, 
began their family. Their three 
children are all musicians, 
and son Beau-Jarred has often 
accompanied Melanie on 
tour. She has been an official 
ambassador of UNICEF and 
since 1969 she has averaged 
almost one album per year. 

In 1989 she won an Emmy 
Award for writing the lyrics 
to “The First Time I Loved 
Forever,” the theme song for 
the TV series Beauty and the 
Beast. She has also opened

Tony Michael has mastered 
fiddle styles from all over the 
place, and his fiddle skills 
have taken him just about 
everywhere. This native of 
Sherwood Park, who also picks 
a mean mandolin, is fluent on 
all styles, from hot club swing 
to French Canadian, from 
Celtic to bluegrass. 


And his resume reads like the 
Who’s Who of country and 
roots music. Over the past 30 
years, he has toured with or 
recorded with a long list of 
performers, including Jo-el 
Sonnier, k.d. lang, Clay Walker, 
Jason McCoy, The Good 
Brothers and Ian Tyson. 


In between, he manages to 
keep his own projects going,

Getting his start with the 
seminal Alberta bluegrass 
band, Foxglove, Tony soon 
became a first-call fiddle player,

Over the 
years Tony has been a featured 
performer at the FolkFest nine 
times, and just about any other 
festival that welcomes stringed 
instruments. ER

Mississippi Sheiks 
Tribute Project 
British Columbia, United States 


Between 1930 and 1935, three 
sons of slaves: Sam, Lonnie and 
Armenter Chatman, as well as 
Walter Vinson, made up the 
core of the Mississippi Sheiks, 
who were responsible for 

some of the most memorable 
country blues music ever. The 
Sheiks were almost forgotten, 
but their music wasn’t. Songs 
like “Sittin’ on the Top of the 
World” have been performed by 
countless artists from Muddy 
Waters to Frank Sinatra, and 
most famous blues artists have 
acknowledged their influence. 


Push the clock ahead 75 years. 
A young musician/producer 
Steve Dawson, who also runs 
the Black Hen record label, is 
obsessed with the Sheiks, and 
fulfils his longtime yearning of 
a tribute album to the Sheiks. 
The idea wasn’t to replicate 

the Sheiks’ music, but to have 
numerous performers bring 
their own style to the songs. 
Recorded at sessions in three 
cities, Steve assembled an all- 
star cast to perform the songs, 
including Bruce Cockburn, The 
Carolina Chocolate Drops, Jim 
Byrnes, Geoff Muldaur, Ndidi 
Onukwulu, John Hammond 
and Kelly Joe Phelps. 


The Tribute Project has been 
touring with a variety of 
performers, and getting rave 
reviews. “It really was a case 
of ‘you had to be there’ as 
the magic of the evening 
was the result of the totality 
of the experience rather than 
the excellence of any of the 
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individual performances,” 
wrote No Depression after a 
memorable show during the 
Vancouver Olympics. 


At FolkFest guest performers 
include Geoff Muldaur, 

Van Dyke Parks and John 
Hammond. They are backed 
up by Keith Lowe on bass, 
Geoff Hicks on percussion, 
Daniel Lapp on fiddle and 
trumpet, and, of course, Steve 
on guitar, who also performs 
Sheiks’ songs. MS

Van Morrison 
Northern Ireland 


Van Morrison is a Grammy 
Award-winning singer, 
songwriter, author, poet and 
multi-intrumentalist, who is 
widely considered one of the 
most important living artists 
of our time. 


Born in Belfast, Van’s father 
was an avid collector of 
American blues and jazz 
records. Van’s music continues 
to have that authentic 
American blues, jazz and 
melodic folk sound that he 
loved and listened to in his 
childhood, long before those 
early show bands and well 
before his initial mid-’60s hit 
record with his band called 
Them. 


In 1968, Van recruited jazz 
musicians to record the 
profound Astral Weeks, a 
timeless classic which brought 
together elements of true soul, 
improvised jazz and rhythm 

& blues - true Van Morrison 
signature sounds which run 
throughout all his music to date. 


He then produced a string of 
albums including Moondance 
and Tupelo Honey, while 
touring extensively with his 
band, the Caledonia Soul 
Orchestra. Following his 
re-location to London in 1978, 
Van’s interest in spiritual 
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matters was finding regular 
expression in his recordings. 


The refrain of Ulster Scots 
Celt is Van Morrison’s true 
signature sound, displayed 

in Irish Heartbeat with The 
Chieftains and Avalon Sunset. 
As prolific as ever, Van varied 
his musical approach in the 
1990s, bouncing between 
spiritual proclamation, jazz, 
standards and blues, including 
the Grammy Award-winning 
Don't Look Back, recorded with 
John Lee Hooker. 


In recognition of his unique 
position as one of the most 
important songwriters of 

the past century, the late Ray 
Charles inducted Van Morrison 
into the Songwriters Hall of 
Fame in 2003. 


In 2007, Van was honoured 
for his musical contribution 
to films. Presented by Al 
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Pacino, this award highlights 
the depth and breadth of his 
compositions, as used by some 
the most notable directors in 
the Motion Picture Industry 
today. 


To quote the man himself, 

“it’s too late to stop now.” 

On his 2008 disc, Keep it 
Simple, Van wore the hats as 
composer, arranger, lyricist and 
producer, artfully choosing to 
keep all vocals and instruments 
on his album in their organic 
form by using first takes. Van’s 
catalogue still regularly sells 
one million hard copies per 
year, and his collection of hits, 
Still on Top, went platinum. 


No one in music today 

can deliver poetry-driven, 
intricately-arranged songs like 
Van can. He has proved that 
through the years that he only 
gets better without missing a 
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Van Morrison 





step, and after more than forty 
years of great music, Van is 
truly “Still on Top”.

Beth Nielsen Chapman 
United States 


It’s the voice. 


Sure, Beth Nielsen Chapman 
may be known for her 
songwriting credits, penning 
hits for Willie Nelson 
(“Nothing I Can Do About 

It Now”), Lorrie Morgan 
(“Five Minutes”) and Faith 
Hill (“The Kiss”), and many 
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others. Her groundbreaking 
“Sand & Water”, was written 
and recorded following the 
death of her husband from 
cancer in 1994, was performed 
by Elton John on his 1997 U.S. 
tour in place of “Candle In The 
Wind” to honour the memory 
of Princess Diana. 


But it’s the voice people 
remember. It’s an aching, 
lovelorn voice, vocals that 
linger in your mind, the mature 
and powerful instrument 

of a survivor, not just of the 
cutthroat music industry, but 
also of cancer. 


Born in Texas, Beth was 
relatively content playing her 
songs in small clubs in the 
southern US. But a chance 
meeting with Beach Boy Bruce 
Johnston (also the composer of 
Barry Manilow’s “I Write the 
Songs”), who encouraged her to 
move to Nashville. And it was 
there that she became known, 
not just for her incredible 
songwriting, but also because 
of her voice. A voice that won't 
shatter glass but one that will 
linger and possibly, break your 
heart. 


“Listening to Beth Nielsen 
Chapman is like listening to 
any Mary Chapin Carpenter, 
Kate Campbell or Sarah 
McLachlan record,” said the 
BBC. “But it’s your older, more 
sensible sister talking.” WA

Beth Nielsen Chapman 
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John Prine 

United States 

In 1972 Newsweek described 
John Prine as the “working 
man’s Dylan.” That’s a hard 
reputation to live up to, but 
John has managed it over the 
past four decades in many 
people’s eyes, including Dylan 
himself. In 2009, Dylan told 
the Huffington Post that John 
was one of his favourite writers, 
stating, “Prine’s stuff is pure 
Proustian existentialism. 
Midwestern mind trips to the 
nth degree. And he writes 
beautiful songs.” 


He was born in Maywood, 
Illinois, and grew up ina 
music-loving family steeped in 
rich country tradition and blue- 
collar pragmatism. He learned 
guitar as a young teen from his 
grandfather and brother, and 
quickly began writing songs 
and setting them to music. He 
went from being a soldier, letter 
carrier, and open-mic singer to 
the folk world superstar he is 
today. In 1998 he was derailed 
by a cancer diagnosis, but 

when he resumed touring and 
recording, critics would notice 
a deepening of his vocal timbre 
that hadn't affected the quality 
of his delivery. In fact, John told 
Seattle Herald Net that he now 
likes his new voice better than 
the original one. 


With a discography of some 

20 albums, John shows no sign 
of slowing down. His latest is 
Standard Songs For Average 
People, a collection of great 
American songs he recorded 
with bluegrass legend Mac 
Wiseman. Craig Haighurst, 
independent Nashville 
journalist and producer, wrote: 
“It’s no stretch to call the 

final product a masterpiece. 
Standard songs, yes, but 
extraordinary choices and 
performances. Average people 
these aren't, but the title carries 
the message that music like 
this, timeless and gentle and 
humane, is not for music snobs 
or insiders. It’s not only for 

the old or the young or for a 
demographic or psychographic. 
It is, across generation and 
persuasion, for all of us.” ER

Joe Pug 

United States 

The day before his senior 

year as a playwright student 

at the University of North 
Carolina, Joe Pug sat down 
for a cup of coffee and had the 
clearest thought of his life: 
“Tam profoundly unhappy 
here.” Then he packed up 

his belongings and drove 

the longest route possible 

to Chicago. Working as a 
carpenter by day, the 23 year- 
old spent nights playing the 
guitar he hadn't picked up since 
his teenage years. Using ideas 
originally slated for a play he 
was writing called Austin Fish, 
Joe began creating the sublime 
lyrical masterpiece that would 
become the Nation of Heat EP. 


The songs were recorded fast 
and fervently at a Chicago 
studio where a friend snuck 
him in to late night slots other 
musicians had cancelled. 

He was short of money, but 
his bare-boned sincerity didn’t 
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Joe Pug 


require much more than a 
microphone and it dripped off 
of each note he sang. In May 
of 2008, Joe played the first 
headlining slot of his young 
career to a sold out crowd 

at Chicago’s storied Schubas 
Tavern. Two weeks later, he 
released Nation of Heat, which 
has garnered universal critical 
acclaim. 


“While most singer/ 
songwriters are content 

to warble out a few semi- 
clever turns of phrase, Pug’s 
scorching poetry and soulful, 
‘every phrase could be my last’ 
voice will stop you cold. ... 
Twenty years from now, lazy 
journalists will compare every 
halfway decent songwriter to 
Joe Pug. Mark my words.” says 
Paste. ““Hymn 101 is full of 
lines that will fill you with both 
heartbreak and euphoria. It’s 
good to be reminded that that’s 
why we listen to music in the 
first place,” according to 3Hive. 
ER

Jimmy Rankin 

Nova Scotia 

Being a member of Cape 
Breton’s most famous musical 
family hasn’t stopped Jimmy 
Rankin from making his own 
musical mark. 


Of course, the fame of the 
Rankin Family has been 





legendary since the late 

‘80s, when the five siblings 
graduated from playing small 
ceilidhs to recording and 
playing worldwide to large 
audiences. Despite a long hiatus 
following the tragic death of 
Jimmy’s brother, John Morris, 
in a road accident, the Rankin 
Family is still active and did a 
reunion tour last year. 


In the meantime, Jimmy has 
been pursuing his own career, 
recording three albums chock 
full of fine songs framed by his 
experience of growing up in 
Cape Breton. 


“T cut my teeth playing at 
weddings and dancehalls 
around Cape Breton — where 
entertainment meant playing 
a mix of traditional songs, the 
latest pop radio hits, folk music 
and fiddle tunes. I incorporate 
all of those elements in my 
songwriting and music — 
along with a healthy dose of 
life experience,” Jimmy said. 


Jimmy was well into his teen 
years before he started playing 
the guitar and writing songs. 
At 20 he enrolled at the Nova 
Scotia College of Art and 
Design where he focused 

on learning to write. 


As a solo artist, he was named 
Roots Artist of the Year in 
2002 by the Canadian Country 
Music Association. He has also

won East Coast Music Awards 
for Country Artist of the Year 
(2002), SOCAN Songwriter of 
the Year (2002, 2003), Male 
Artist of the Year (2004) 

and Roots Traditional Solo 
Recording of the Year (2004). 


His latest CD, Edge of Day, 
produced by Colin Linden, has 
a driving alt-country sort of 
edge. As Jimmy says about his 
art “To me, writing a song is 
almost like creating a painting 
... you build it and colour it 
until all of the images blend 
together as one complete 
portrait that tells some kind 
of story.” GW

Kate Reid calls her music 
“Dyke-folk with a kick.” A 
“straight shooter but definitely 
not straight”, Kate makes folk 
music full of incisive wit and 
social commentary. This ‘kick’ 
in Kate’s songs is no doubt 
behind her rising acclaim. 

In 2009, Penguin Eggs hailed 
Kate as the “favourite new 
discovery” and Canadian Folk 
Music Awards nominated her 
for best emerging artist. 


Praise for her songwriting 
skills aside, Kate considers 
the craft neither a hobby 

nor a profession. Rather, she 
credits her music for her very

existence. “I always say that 
music saved my life... it helped 
me rise out of situations of 
despair,” she writes on her 
website. 


It’s almost impossible to feel 
despair in the company of 
Kate’s sunny folk songs. With 
a splash of humour and an 
attitude supporting a rainbow 
of sexualities, these songs are 
relatable and affirming. 


Raised in south-central 
Ontario, Kate learned guitar 
as a teenager, picking through 
a discarded chord book of 

the Eagles. She taught herself 
harmonica listening to Neil 
Young's Harvest Moon. Joni 
Mitchell’s Blue, Kate says, 
“taught me how to use my 
voice. I think I listened to that 
album non-stop when I was 22. 
Around the same time, Kate 
discovered Tracy Chapman, 
Ani DiFranco, Indigo Girls, 
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and Ferron. While Kate’s sound 
evolved from these singers, the 

content of her songs is uniquely 
autobiographical and narrative. 


Now based in Vancouver, Kate 
writes songs about being the 
“Only Dyke at the Open Mic.” 
She describes going down to 
her local open mic, where a 
Kurt Cobain look-a-like sings 
“grunge-love-suicide-blues” for 


a generally indifferent audience. 


Despite the audience members’ 
mild taunts, and Kate’s 
clumsiness, she overcomes her 
self-doubt and starts singing 
on stage. In the end, she wins 
them over with her music and 
her humour. One of the guys 
at the bar even comes up and 
confesses, “I wish that I was 

a lesbian.” Take that as your 
warning: Kate charms and 
disarms. JS

Zachary Richard 


Zachary Richard 


United States 


There are many ways one could 
describe Zachary Richard. 
Cultural activist, militant 
environmentalist, singer- 
songwriter, published poet, 
children’s author, documentary 
producer, honourary member 
of the Order of Canada, Cajun 
and Zydeco legend. 
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For any normal person, 

just having one of these 
descriptions would be enough 
for a resume. But for Zachary, 
all of these titles, descriptions 
or occupations have one 

thing in common: his love 

and support for the Cajun 

and francophone culture in 
Louisiana. Everything he does, 


and has done, comes from that. 


Born in southern Louisiana 
in 1950, Zachary grew up ina 
time where children of Cajun 
backgrounds were punished 
for speaking French. Despite 
pressure to conform and 
deny his heritage, Zachary 
persevered and succeeded by 
embracing his family’s identity 
as Cajuns. He signed his first 
recording contract at the age 
of 21. By mixing rock with 
Cajun music, he became an 
international pop star, mostly 
in the French-speaking world. 
He has toured the world, and 
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lived and worked in Canada 
and France, writing and 
performing music, writing 
poetry and children’s books 
and becoming a popular 


ambassador for Cajun culture. 


“The most beautiful aspect of 
Cajun music is that it speaks 
of nothing but difficulty and 
travails - my calf’s dead, my 
bull’s been kidnapped, my 
house burned down, and my 
baby is sleeping with another 
man. That’s the story of Cajun 
lyrics,” he once wrote. 

“And yet it’s a music that’s 
absolutely joyous - even when 
it’s in a minor mode.” 


He returned to Louisiana, not 
just to get back to the roots of 
his music but also to fight for 
his culture. In 1996, he helped 
found Action Cadienne, a 


group committed to promoting 


the French language of 
Louisiana. It’s a tough battle 


to attract attention and 
political support, but Zachary 
remains an optimist. WA

Kate Rusby 


United Kingdom 


British traditional folk music 


is deeply ingrained in the soul 
and, indeed, the DNA of Kate 
Rusby. 
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Born in Sheffield, the South 
Yorkshire city made famous by 
steel, Joe Cocker and The Full 
Monty, Kate had maximum 
exposure to folk music as a 
youngster. Her parents were 
musicians who played in their 
ceilidh band. They would 

drive Kate and her sister and 
brother along with them to folk 
festivals, with the kids singing 
in the back seat to pass the time. 


On her MySpace site, Kate 
recalls: “Mum and dad 
would sing songs and us kids 
would sing along, making up 
harmonies before we even 
knew what they meant ... .” 


Asa child, she learned how 

to sing, play guitar, fiddle and 
piano and performed at small 
folk festivals. With much 
support from her family, she 
has released eight solo albums, 
from her 1997 debut Hourglass 
to her last release Sweet Bells 
two years ago. The Guardian 
has described the 39-year-old 
as a “a superstar of the British 
acoustic scene.” 


Kate released her most popular 
album, Awkward Annie, in 
2007 featuring traditional folk 
songs and some of her own. 

In a Poole Daily Echo review 
of a 2007 concert she 
performed in Birmingham 
Kate is lauded for having “the 
purest voice in British music.” 


A reviewer of Awkward Annie 
in the Daily Telegraph wrote: 
“Listening to Kate Rusby’s 
lovely new album, it occurred 
to me that she’s England’s 
answer to Dolly Parton. Not 

in terms of the wigs and the 
sequins, but in her quaveringly 
sincere ability to tell a simple, 
downhome story in a song and 
make your heart ache for it.”

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Tom Russell 
United States 


Tom Russell meandered 
through life to become one of 
America’s greatest songwriters, 
and he got his big break 
through a song about a fighting 
fowl. 


Tom graduated from university 
with a degree in criminology 
and taught school in Nigeria. 
He has also lived in Spain, 
Norway, and played music at a 
circus in Puerto Rico. He began 
his musical career in earnest 

in the early 1970s in Vancouver, 
playing strip bars, then 

later relocated to Texas and 
formed a band with Patricia 
Hardin, performing as Hardin 
& Russell. They eventually 

split in 1979, at which point 
Russell drifted out of the music 
industry for a while. 


Working as a taxi driver in 
Queens, he met Robert Hunter 
of the Grateful Dead who was 
a passenger in his cab. Russell 
sang him his song “Gallo Del 
Cielo,” which tells the story of 
a champion fighting rooster. 
An impressed Hunter invited 
Russell to become his regular 
opening act. 


Tom has been widely 
recognized as one of America’s 
top musical story tellers, and he 
has reaped numerous awards. 
To name a few, in 1974 he 


won the Woody Guthrie Song 
Contest, followed by first place 
in the American Song Festival 
Professional Country. In 1987 
he won the Country Music 
Award for Canadian song of 
the year for “Navajo Rug”, 
co-written with Ian Tyson. 

In 2008 he won Folk Alliance 
song of the year, “Who’s Gonna 
Build Your Wall?”

Naomi Shelton’s pedigree as a 
performer of both sacred and 
secular music stretches back 
some 50 years. 


Naomi began singing in her 
Baptist church in Alabama at 
an early age. After graduating 
high school in the late 1950s, 
she moved first to New 

York, and then spent time in 
Florida, where the greats of the 
burgeoning soul movement - 
including Wilson Pickett and 
Otis Redding - inspired her to 
try her hand at singing secular 
R&B. 


In the early 1960s she met 
pianist Cliff Driver, who would 
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become her on again off again 
musical mentor and eventually, 
some three decades later, 
musical director of the Gospel 
Queens. When the group was 
searching for a new lead singer 
in 1999, Driver invited Naomi 
to join the trio. 


The band continued to 

play in churches and clubs 
around New York, soon 
catching the attention of 

Desco Records. When Desco 
folded and Daptone arose in 

its wake, Naomi continued 

her association with the label, 
though it was nearly a decade 
before the band would record 
its first full-length album, What 
Have You Done, My Brother? 
The album which is a mix of 
gospel and soul has been lauded 
by critics for its impeccable 
production, musicianship, and 
the strength and timelessness of 
the material.

She 
has toured and performed with 
Bjork and collaborated with 
the Kronos Quartet on the 
Nunavut project, which was 
debuted in 2009 at the Chan 
Centre in Vancouver and taken 
to Carnegie Hall in New York 
City. She collaborated with

film Tungijuq, This year she 
performed all over Europe. 
David Harrington of the 
Kronos Quartet describes 
Tanya as “directly musically 
in touch with something that 
is almost a ghost.

In 2005, Opetaia 
won the Senior Pacific Artist 
award to recognize his strong 
contribution to the Pacific Arts 
of New Zealand. 


The group’s latest album, 
Olatia, released in 2007, 
demonstrates that Opetaia 
“has a real talent in bringing 
together traditional songs and 
contemporary pop styles (the 
man writes hit after hit, but 
radio doesn’t play them),” says 
a reviewer for The New Zealand 
Herald. The group relocated to 
Australia after starting off in 
New Zealand. 


Te Vaka’s songs address subjects 
such as global warming and 
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Vieux Farka Touré 


its detrimental effect on the 
South Pacific islands. Opetaia 
also sings of the struggle to 
protect unique cultures against 
the push of social and political 
forces. 


The band’s songs are sung 
mostly in the language of 
Tokelau, an indigenous dialect 
of old Polynesia, but some are 
also Samoan and Tuvaluan. 


Te Vaka’s music percolates with 
a wide variety of instruments 
including acoustic guitar, flute, 
an assortment of drums — 

log drums, double log drums, 
goat-skin bass drums — and 
choreographed singers and 
dancers. A reviewer for The 
Guardian described a Te Vaka 
concert as “one of the most 
dynamic live experiences I have 
ever witnessed.”

Ian Tyson is not only a national 
treasure like the Stanley Cup, 
Terry Fox, the beaver, universal 
healthcare, and butter tarts, 
but so is his music. His song, 
“Four Strong Winds,” that 
ditty that closes every single 
FolkFest, was named the 
greatest Canadian Song of All- 
Time, beating out classic tunes 
written by the likes of Neil 
Young, Joni Mitchell, Leonard 
Cohen and Bruce Cockburn. 
It’s also been covered by a 
plethora of artists from Hank 
Snow to Teenage. Ian also 

sang the song at the memorial 
service for four Mayerthorpe 
RCMP officers killed in the line 
of duty in 2005, a performance 
that he calls his greatest of that 
song. 


Born in Victoria in 1933, Ian 
was a private school kid who 
played polo. But one day his 
father took him to a rodeo and 
he was hooked.

First, they 
were Ian and Sylvia, and then 
they were the Great Speckled 
Bird, a band that also featured 
greats such as Amos Garrett, 
Buddy Cage and Bill Keith.

Holly Williams originally had 
plans for her life outside the 
world of country music, but 
when Hank Williams is your 
grandfather, Hank Jr. is your 
dad, and Hank III is your half- 
brother, music runs through. 
your veins. Perhaps that is why 
Holly finally picked up a guitar 
at the age of 17, learned a few 
chords and discovered her gift 
for crafting lyrics. She was 
soon booking gigs for herself 
around Nashville. 


After a short stint in Los 
Angeles, where she honed 

her songwriting skills and 
mastered the piano as a second 
instrument, her songs landed 
in the hands of Ron Sexsmith, 
who invited Holly to support 
his European tour. By 2003, 
she had recorded and released 
her own EP and was touring 
with such artists as Billy Bob 
Thorton, John Mellencamp 
and Keith Urban. She signed 
with Universal South - the 
label which in 2004 released 
her full-length debut, Ones 
We Never Knew (2004) 


Her career was almost cut 
short when she and her sister 
were involved in a serious car 
wreck that required months 
of recovery. The accident was 


a turning point and Holly’s 
songwriting took a more 
straightforward tone. Her 

new material struck a strong 
chord with live audiences, and 
eventually led to a record deal 
with Mercury Nashville and 
the release of her 2009 CD, 
Here With Me. While it’s not 
straight country (her influences 
include the likes of Tom 

Waits), she fulfills the Williams 
mandate of delivering emotion. 


The critics rave about this disc. 
“There’s purity and potency of 
her milk-and-whiskey-kissed 
singing and a catchy clarity 
and integrity of her song,”

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Under the scorching July 
sun, Kim Sanden delicately 
manipulates a forklift to 
install a hot water heater on 
an underground connection. 
This is the location for the 
wash station for all the food 
plates used at the Folk Festival, 
an essential service for the 
wellbeing of thousands of 
people. 


Kim is one of the 200 people 
on the site crew who convert 
Gallagher Park into a small 
city for five days. A huge 
amount of back-breaking 

work is done during the hottest 
weeks of the summer. There 
are thousands of stakes to be 
hammered, thousands of pieces 
of scaffolding to be assembled, 
stages to be built, tents to be 
erected and power and water 
to be connected. 


This is a crew that people 
come back to year after year, 
often using their holiday time 
to devote to the joys of heavy 
lifting. 


But volunteers like Kim, who 
has worked on the site for eight 
years, including three when she 
came back to Edmonton from 
her studies in Boston, also get 
a lot from the experience. Now 
a volcanology student at the 
University of Alberta, she has 
become certified as a a forklift 
driver, a skill she learned at 
FolkFest, and that has given 
her the confidence to take 

a heavy equipment course. 
“Every geologist should know 
how to use their equipment.” 


She also credits her site crew 
experience with helping her to 
open up socially. “I was socially 
phobic before I worked here 
and I thank volunteering here 
for changing my life. 


This crew is family. There 

is no patronizing; everyone 

is treated as equals, including 
the disabled members.” 


Lorry Davies, who works as 

a night sorter for Canada Post, 
has also become adept at using 
forklifts in nearly 20 years on 
the crew, and last year used 
one to help clear the Cloverdale 
neighbourhood of downed trees 
after a major windstorm. The 
people keep him coming back. 
“This crew is an eclectic group 
and each year I look forward 

to seeing all the familiar 
strangers again.” 


A new generation 
of volunteers 


After 30 years of FolkFest, 
there are families with two 
generations volunteering 
on the site crew. 


Terry Prince, a volunteer 

since 1991 and a festival board 
member, works about 200 
hours during site setup and 25 
hours at tear down, and now his 
son, Tom, is working the same 
long hours. Tom first came to 
the site as a child but wasn’t 
allowed out of the office until 
he was old enough to work with 
his father. Now 25, he is a PhD 
student in mathematics at the 
University of Western Ontario 
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and takes a month off each 
summer to work on the site 
crew. 


Age is no restriction to the 
crew. Ken Blacklock, a senior 
citizen, admits that the big 
area of Gallagher Park is “too 
much for old legs,” but he still 
manages to make a valuable 
contribution. He brings his 
own golf cart to deliver water 
to the workers. He writes a 
poem about each of his 12 
hour days on the site which 
are compiled into a book 

to be presented at the crew 
Christmas party with a copy 
saved in the festival archives. 


“This is a great place to work, a 
real family crew. And they pay 
for First Aid training. One in 
seven workers must be certified 
and Don checks at meal times.” 


The Don of Gallagher Park 


The Don he speaks of is Don 
Snider, who is in charge of the 
site. If it has anything to do 
with mapping out the site (and 
it changes slightly from year-to- 
year), ensuring that everything 
is in the right place and all the 
materials and volunteers are 
present at the right time, as 
well as dealing with the city 
and other authorities, then 
Don is your man. 
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Many years ago he took theatre 
at Edmonton’s Victoria School 
and after graduation he worked 
as a crew coordinator there. 

He later did stints with touring 
rock bands, and eventually 
landed up as a technician at © 
the Jack Singer Hall in Calgary, 
where he met Terry Wickham. 


Although Don’s handle on 

the radio chatter during the 
festival is “Control,” he believes 
in giving people responsibility 
and respect and expects it in 
return. And he gets it in spades 
from some the hardest-working 
people in showbiz. 


His crew has equal numbers 
of men and women, with most 


returning years after year. Only 
three are paid, including Don, 
his assistant and the warehouse 
manager. There are professional 
electricians, plumbers, 
contractors and engineers 
included in the enthusiastic 
bunch, all donating their skills 
for free. But it is not all work. 

If you're on site crew, you get to 
enjoy “Christmas in July,” when 
work is cut short on the second 
Sunday of setup and a turkey 
dinner with all the trimmings 
is happily consumed, in the 
shadow of a decorated tree. 


A few numbers 


Starting with the erection of 
the huge kitchen tent, from 
where the festival’s 2,000 
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volunteers and performers are 
fed, the entire setup takes three 
weeks of 12-hour days. Seven 
trailers of gear are moved from 
the festival’s warehouse and 
after FolkFest, teardown is 
completed within a week, with 
the help of many volunteers 
from other crews. 


At the end comes an important 
job that allows the festival to 
stay in Gallagher Park. The 
whole site is repaired, with 
holes filled and grass replanted. 
The area is left as it was found - 
with no sign of the city that was 
built on folk and roots.

We are 
attracting the best artists that 
the folk world has to offer and 
we offer them a performance 
space and hospitality that is on 
par with anything the world 

of folk festivals has to offer. 
Our site, policies and logistics 





have been fine tuned and our 
finances and administration are 
in order. We are able to plan 
for the future with confidence. 


Speaking of the future, our 
Endowment Fund will have 
reached over $1 million by 
the end of this year. Due 

to the magic of matching 
grants from the provincial 
and federal governments, a 
$150 dollar donation results 
in $500 going into our fund. 


Thanks to the hard work of 
the Cloverdale Community 
League we can look forward 
to a musically themed splash 
park for the 2011 festival. 
We may even have LRT 
stops at the top and bottom 
gates within a few years. 


I would like to thank The 
Capitals baseball organization 
for letting our volunteers use 
the Telus Field parking lot. 
Donations such as this are 
critical for the functioning 

of our organization. I invite 
you to take in a low cost 
family night of baseball, when 
you have a free evening. 


I have entered my third season 
of programming for Winspear 
Presents. In the Spring we 

will have a series of concerts 
including Acoustic Africa with 


Habib Koite, Oliver Mtukudzi 
and Afel Bocoum (March 
29th), Salif Keita (March 31st), 
Harry Manx/David Lindley 
(April 9th) and Johnny Clegg 
(April 23rd). We will add 

two more artists of the same 
quality and package the six 
pack of great concerts at a 
reasonable price, including 
service charges, and with big 
discounts for those under 22. 
High quality, low prices, sounds 
like the folk festival. Watch 

for advertising in the fall. 
Sometimes I wonder how did 
I get to work with such great 
artists in such great venues. 


On a sad note, this year we lost 
Kate McGarrigle. She was a 
founding member of Canada’s 
first family of folk and a great 
spirit. She was always gracious 
and had a standing invitation to 
perform at our festival for the 
last few years, alas unfulfilled. 
She has left us with great 

music and great memories.
